Therefore 
they which thinke me too bitter, muft yet re- 
member that 7 bite nothing but ſinne ; ond 
what reaſon is there to fauour ſine, through 
occaſion Whereof the World Was drowned to 
puniſh it, the LaW was ordamed ro preuent tt, 
the Sonne of the highe#t died to ſatisfie for it, 
and the world againe muft be deftroyed to fr- 
niſh 1t? Tea what reaſon i there to ſauour any 
finme,whereas there is no one Which fanoureth 
Vs, but all umperilling vs in the hope of ſat- 
uation, as F.uc by hereatmg undermined A- 
dam. They againe which thinke that ſinne 
ſhould not be derided or correfied m thu kind, 
muft alſo conſider that euery fin u to be taxed

Tea and how plaies 
Eſay with the wanton geftures of women, 
ſtretching out their neckes, minſing and 
tinckling with their fecte,8c.Chap.3.16.. 
But Moles more With the micenes of women, 
Too daintic to venture (ot their knees in 
deuotion ) but the ſoles of their feete ypon 
the ground,Deut.28.56.no doubt a ſore ad- 
uenture. But nothing ſo taunting as that in 
Salomon, Where the Whore is mocks for a vo- 
tarie, and ſhe that offered her ſelfe to other 
mens luft, yet is ſet out for a Saint with offe- 
rings of peace to God,Prou.7 .14. 1 hope ther- 
fore all good people will prumiledge me by theſe 
bolie preſidents ; yea 7 am ſure of this that 
wone Will frnde fault with me, but ſuch as firft 
finde 4 fault im themſelues, and to ſuch 7 pro- 
feſſe my ſeife indeede a Preacher, and to haue 
preachedall this for them,as Chrift in the Goſ- 
pel profeſſed of bimſelfe, that he came to call

ter than they be, bur ſoberly and truly ro 
ſhew the what they thould be; A ſcripture 
wherein as in a glaſle are ſet our ro our 
view all the pertections and ornaments,

all the digoinie, beautic, dutic of a ver- 
tuous wite andholie woman, T he diuell - 
atthe firſt began his tempration by prai- 
ſing of the woman, by telling het, rhar if 
(he knew her ſelfe, iI;e wanted but one 
thing to make her like God;And irom the 
diucl(I think )it comes,that ſo many men 
fince,in cuery age, haue ſo wantonly be- 
ſlowed their time,their wits,their penges, 
and ſometime their penſils roo, cither 
vainely to magnihe,or vily rocmbaſe the 
dignitic of women; the cauſes of which 
follicl take to bethele,cither for that ge- 
nerally they did notknow them, and then 
they wrote fooliſhly,or for that ſomtime 
they doted on them, avd then they prai- 
ſed immoderatly,or elſc for that ſonitime 
they hated them, and then they railed ſu- 
riouſlic: But there are,to ratific the pre- 
ſent diſcourſe and praiſe of women,three 
things,firſt God, by whoſe ſpirit it was 
conceiued: ſecondly Bath/hebaa woman, 
by whoſc mouth it was taught: thirdlie, 
Salomon a man, yea the wileſt of men, by 
whoſe penit was endited, that is to ſay, 
Godinſpircd itinto the mother, the mo- 
ther

ther taught it to Salomon her ſonne, and 
then Sa/omon her ſonne publiſht it to the 
world : therfore it we ſpeak of the know- 
ledge of a good woman, who knoweth 
her better than ſhe ner ſelfe > who know- 
eth her better than man that liucth with 
her? yea who knoweth her ſo well as God 
thatmade her? Againe,itin this deſcrip- 
tion any thing might ſeeme too much in 
praiſc, it was nota woman, bur a man that 
wrotc it; it any thing might ſceme too 
grievous or burdenſome in precepr, it 
was not a man, but a woman that impo- 
ſed it; orifany thing might ſeeme either 
too much,or too litlezot otherwiſe than 
it ſhould be,it was neither man nor wo- 
man, but God that firſt dirced it: and 
thus in onedeſcription ofa vertuous wife 
avd holy woman(which is not in any 0- 
ther author,nor yet elſewhere inany part 
of Scripture) weehaue a man, a woman, 
yea Godhimſelf,andal out of one mouth 
ſpeaking and conſpiring) She that hath 
cares to hearelert her heare. 

[n the tenth verſe ofthis Chapter, Sa- 
lomon makes proclamation, VVha ſhall

fiade a vertuous woman ? which yet impor- 
teth not(as SrAuguitine noteth ) Inwenten- 
dt impoſſibulttatem, ſed difficultatem,Not as 
ifto finde a vertuous woman were a mat - 
ter ot impoſſibilitic,bur yer for all thar, a 
thing of tome difhcultie; and cherfore he 
crieth her with her marks ; She w:4 dove her 
huſband good,and not emill ; She iſeth while it 
1 yet myght ; She putteth her bands to the 
Wheele ; She flretcheth out her hands to the 
poore ; She openeth her mouth with Wiſcdome, 
&c. Thus ſhewing ſometime what ſhee 
doth, ſometime what ſhe is, ſomtime what 
ſhe is worth,and ſomtime whar ſhe is like, 
as here; Slew like a /hip,&c. 

She is indeed, and yet ſhe ſcarſc is,anq 
therefore becauſe ſhe is ſo ſcarle, it was 
ncedtull ro ſhew,not only what ſhe is, but. 
alſo what ſhe 1s like too ; for how ſhall he 
fude her, thatneuer ſaw her, that neuer 
had her, that ſcarſe heard of her , how 
ſhall he find her, but by fomie ſenſible re- 
ſemblance of her? and therefore as Can- 
7:c. 3.when the Church cried her husband, 
( 7 charge you, O daughters of Jeruſalem, 
if you finde my Wwelbeloned,&c. ) he deſcri- 


bed

bed him by reſemblance : 21y welbeloued 
1s white and ruddie, the chiefeit of ten thou- 
ſand, 1s head like gote, bis eyes like doues, 
his cheekes like a bed of ſpices, hut lippes like 
lilies, hus legges like pillers of marble, euerie 
thing was like ſomething ; ſo of the ver- 
tuous Woman itis (aid heere, that ſhe is 
like a ſhippe; and Pros.:2. ſhe is like a 
crowne, and in the Canticles ſometime 
like a Roſe, ſometime like a Lilie, ſome- 
rime like a garden of flowers, ſometime 
like a ſpring of waters: In a word, ſhe 
is like to many things, bur as it is ſaid 
verl.10. Pearls and precious ſlones are not 
hke to her. 

She is like a ſhip ((aith Salomon ) and it 
may well befor the world is like the Sea: 
for ſo faith S. John, Before the thrane there 
Was a ſea of ga]. Reucl.4.and that was the 
world,tranſiorie and brittle as glaſſe,tu- 
multuous and troubleſome like the ſea, 
wherein as the wind raiſeth vp the waues, 
and one waue wallowes in the necke of 
another, ſo this rroubleſome life of ours 
begins in weeping, goes on un ſorrow, 
and the cnde of one woe is but the en-

trancevf another. O what time might a 
nran aske to ſet downe all the miſeries of 
this lite! the feare, the care, the anguith 
that daily accompanieth the bodice and 
ſoule of man; the labours & forowes cer- 
taine, the caſualties yncertaine, the con- 
tentions and vaquietnes of them thar 
live among vs,the lharpe aſſaults and op- 
politions of them that hare ys, but chictly 
the vnfaithfulnes and treacheric of them 
that ſeeme to loue vs: againſt theſe 
ſtormes to laue men trom drowning did 
God ordaine the woman, asa ſhip vpon 
the ſea, that as Noah made an Arke, and 
by that Arke eſcaped the flood; ſo man 
by marrying with the woman might paſſe 
thorough all the labours of this life, vnto 
which doubtleſſe God had reſpetwhen 
he ſaid, 7: « not good for man tobee alone,let 
ws mate him a hetpe meete for him; as much 
asto ſay, a ſhip to ſauc him, thereforc he 
which hath no wife may ſceme to be like 
Fonas in the (ca,leftin the midit of a miſe- 
rable world to finke or {wim, or ſhift for 
himſelfe;butthen comes a wife like a ſhip 
and«yafts him home : bur ye muſt ſtill re- 
member

member that Sa/omon ſpeaketh here of a 
good wite, as verſ.10. Y/ho ſhall finde a 
Vertuons woman? For otherwile it ſhee 
which was made to comfort in cucric 
ſtorme be ſtormic and troubleſome her 
ſelfe, then 1s the not like a Ship, bur like 
the ſca, and then to bee ſo ſhipr, it were 
better with lonas to be caſt into the ſea. 

Bur it ſhe be good, ſhe is like a Ship in- 
deed, and to nothing ſo like asto a Ship ; 
for ſhe fits atthe ſterne,and by diſcretion 
as by Card and Compaſle ſhapes her 
courſe ; her countenance and conuerſati- 
on are ballaſcd with ſovernes and graui- 
tic; her ſailes are full of winde,as it ſome 
wiſedome from aboue had inſpired or 
blowne vpon her ; ſhee ſtandeth in the 
ſhrowdes, and caſterth out her teade,and 
when lie hath ſounded,ſhe telleth(as 4r- 
col did to Vaud) of depth and danger.

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wife ſhe ſets ſaile away ; She commands, 
and countermaunds each man to his 
charge, ſome to their tackling, ſome to 
the maſt,ſome to the maine top, as if the, 
and none but ſhewere Capraine,O waer, 
Maſter of the ſhip; and yer ſhe is not Ma- 
ſter, but the Maſters mate; a royall Ship 
ſhe is, for the King himſelfe takes pleaſure 
in her beautrie, P/al.45. and if (hee bee a 
Merchantstoo,then is ſhe the Merchant 
royall. 

Againe,as ſheislike a ſhip,conſidered 
in her ſe}f, and in her proper vertues, ſo is 
ſhe likewiſe, being copared wich her ow- 
ner too+ She is like a Ship indeed, for firſt 
wholoeuer marries,ventures;he ventures 
his eſtate, hee ventures his peace, he ven- 
tures his libertie, yea many men by mar- 
riage aduenture their ſoules too : for 
which cauſe rhe Iſraelites were forbidden 
to matchtheir daughters with the Cana- 
nites, leſt they ſhould turne them from 
God, to ſerue other gods,”Devwt. 7, which 
Salomon notwithſtanding did, and there. 
fore made (as ſome men thought) a 
{ſhrewd aduenture of his ſoule, And ther- 


fore 
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fore (cuento preuent too much aduen- 
ture likewiſe )ismarriage compared to a 
ſhip, which of all arrificiall creatures, is 
the moſt deliberariue, for ſhe ſailes nor, 
bur by ſounding, leſt by her yaheedines 
ſhe runne her (elfe aground: In like ma- 
ner, neither man nor woman will at any 
time (1tthey bee wiſe) retolue cither of 
mariage, or of any thing in mariage,but 
ypon the weighticſt deliberation. He is 
ſer our for the. image of afoole that ſaid,

mutt needes goe out t9 ſee it, for hee ſhould 
haue ſcene 1t firſt and bought iraficr ; as 
itis ſaid otthevertuous woman here, She 
conſideret h a field and getsit\verl.16.thatis, 
ſhe thinkes of it firſt, and makes her pur- 
chaſe after; and when either man orwo- 
man forgerthisinmariage,they purchaſe 
ioyenough for the dayof theirmaria 
and repentance cnough for all the rime 
after. [t-is ſaid of Jeptcaes dawghter,ludg.

land; and ſo they are puniſht with late re- 
pentance,like thole toolith mariners A&. 
27.Who,becauſe they trookenor:countell 
in the hauen,were forced to aduile vpon 
a wracke: and what is the cauſe of this? 
lack of forecaſt, becauſe they ſound nor 
firſt whether it bee fatto marrie,or yetta 
marrie,or whether he bee fat,or the be fit, 
firindegree, in diſpoſition, in religion: 
and therefore as Se/omon ſaith of vowing, 
ſoſay we of = - Be pot raſh with thy 
mouth ; bur ſound firit and faile after, that 
is,deliberate-firſt,and marrie after. 
Again,ſheislike a/ſhip forher voiuer- 
fall vie: A houſe is indeed todwell in,but 
not totravailc in, but a ſhippe 1s bath to. 
trauaile in, andasitwereitodwell in too, 
rocate,anddrink,andilcepe, and labour, 
and meditate,andpray too; asitto becin 
a thipwere to bein another carth,the wa- 
ter-world: Imliketannera man hath a 
friend for pleaſure; a feruant for profit, 
and forviesto Godward a fſpirituall in- . 
{trucor roo, but a wife ferucs tor al theſe, 
that

that is, for pleaſuregfor profit, and (ifſhe 
be good)to bring her husband to good 
t00, 

Againe,of all theſe ſame Vren/iha, (1 
meane otmoueable inſtruments)a ſhip is 
the hugeſt and the greateſt,and yet com- 
manded(as yelec)by the helme or ſterne, 
a ſmall pcece of wood; ſo ought the wite 
(though agreat commider inthe houſe) 
vetto be turned and ruled by a word of 
her husband. Salomon ſaith nor, ſhe is like 
ahoule(as many women be, as good re- 
moue a houle as to diſlwade or weane 
' them from thelr wils) but like a thip ; not 
like Va/h1s the wife of 4ſſuerus,who all the 
power of the kingdome could nor mouc 
to come to her husband, no nat to the 
King himſelte,E&fer 1. butſhe mult follow 
her busband, as the Ifſraclites followed 
the clowdiepiller inthe wildernes, which gy. , 
when it {tood, they ſtated, and whenic 
wentthey followed, andiſo muſt the, 

Laſtly, leftany man.doate too much 
vpon this heauenly ſhip of earthly ioyes, 
we mult remember, thatas a ſhip is not a 
place of cominuall habitation, bur onely 

ll for 
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for paſſage, ſo is theſocictic of rhewife, 
though comfortable and ioytull for rhe 
time, yetlaſting only for a time, a help to 
hold him vp & comfort him, during this 
rranſitory,ſhort,and troubleſome pilgri- 
mage; butthE there is another,a happier, 
a more laſting mariage with the Lambe, 
which neither departure, diuorce, nor 
dearth can ſeparate, and for this wee muſt 
forſake father , mother, wite, children, 
goods, lands, &c. for this the living muſt 
renounce his life, the King muſt leauc his 
crowne, the Bridegrome muſt leaue his 
Bride, and the Bride muſt leaue her bed, 
becauſe for this the Saints doe crie, /ome 
Lord Jeſus,come quickly. 

Bur as the ſaying is in the (chooles, Sr- 
militudo non currit quatuor pedibus : Many 
things may be like, yet nothing like in all 
things. Therforethough a woman in ma- 
ny things be like athip,yet in ſome things 
ſhe muſt be vnlike,and ſome qualities of 
a \bip ſhe muſtnor haue. As for example, 
one (hip may belong to many Merchats, 
and one Merchant may be owner in ma- 
ny ſhips; yetneither may one woman di- 

uide 
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uide her foue to many men,nor one man 
divide himſclfe ro many women, therfore 
Lamech fpake with great incongruitie, 
yea it was like falſe Latin whenhe ſaid, 
Heart yee Wines of Lamech,Geneſ 4.23. for 
wiucs admitnopluralitic when they bee 
conſtrued wirh one husband, becaule (as 
the Prophet faith) though God ar the 
firſt had abundance of ſpirit, yet he made but 
one, Mal.z. butone woman of one rib, for 
the helpe and comfort of one man. 

Secondly,otall the goods which men 
poſleſic,onely a (hip cannorbe houſed: a 
man hath aſhop for his wares,a barne for 
his corne,a-cheftfor his mony, & a houſe 
whercin to hide his head, butino caſe ro 
couera ſhip; but ſo mult not a vertuous 
woman bee, for it is a note of the ynchaſt 
woman, that her /eete cannot abide tm her 
houſe,but now ſhe 15 withour,noW im the ſtreet, 
and hes in Waite at euery corner, Prou.7.11. 
12. So as who fo ſeeth her ſeeth her al- 
waies gadding,that hee may ſaluteher,as 
menſalute art ſea, Whither are ye bound? 
But Rachel and Leah are noted to: bee in 
the houſe while Iacob was abroad in the 

C field, 
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held, Genel.z1, onely Dinah was a ſtrag- 
ler, and fet vp faile to Shichem, bur ſhe 
came home with ſhame, and made an ill 
VO1Aage. 

1 hirdly,a ſhip of all things is moue- 
able,and carried with the winde ; but (o 
muſtnort a good woman be, for ot the ill 
womanit is ſaid, Prouerbs 5, Her paths are 
moueable, thou canſt not know them: She 1s 
inconſtant,light headed,and yaine, uow 
ſhe loues,anon the hates,now ſhe obcies, 


-anon (he rebels; gentle and kinde tg day, 


crooked and vakinde to morrow ; for (he 
ſailes but by -_ thatallher goodne(le 
takes her by fs, like the good dates of an 
ague: and whereas Ruch ſheweil more 
goodnes at her latterend-thanat her be- 
ginning,anill wite ſhewerh more good- 
neſle in oneday ot her beginning, than in 
ſeuen yeeres other latter end: therefore 
ſuch muſt reraember what Salomon faith 
efthc good woman here, ſhe girdeth her 
loyne.s with {rent b,thatis,her minde with 
ſtaicdnes and conſtancic,ver.17. and yerl. 
12. more plainely, She will doe her huſband 
pood,and not eutll,all the dares of trer life; thixt 

is, 
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is,the is as obedient and.tractable thee 
twentie yecres triall, asatehs day ofher 
marriage. 

But ofall qualities a woman muſt not 
hauc onc qualicy otaſhip,and that is,too 
much riggivg. Oh what a wonderitisto 
ſcea ſhip vaderſaile, with her tacklings, 
aud hermaſts;and her rops, 'and top gal- 
lants, with her vpper deckes, and. her ne- 
ther deckes, and fo bedeckt; with her 
ſtreames,flagges,and cniignes,and | know 
not what; yea but a world of wonders it 
isto feea woman created in Gods image 
ſo miſcreate oft rimes & deformed, with 
her French;her Spaniſh, and her fooliſh 
faſhions, thathe that made her when hee 
lookes vponher ſhall hardlie know her, 
with herplumes, her fannes, and a filken 
vizard,with a ruffe like a faile, yeaa rutte 
hike a rainebow, with a feather in her cap 
like a flag inher rop,torell(Ithink)which 
way the winde will blow. E/ay made a 
profter in the third of his prophecie to ſer 
out by enumeration the ſhop of theſe ya- 
nities, Their bonnets,and their bracelers, 


and rheir tablets, their flippers, and their 
mutflers, 
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mufflers,theirvailes, their wimples, and 
their criſpingpinoes ; of ſome whereof if 
one ſhould ſay tome as Php ſometime 
faid to the Eunuch, Underſlandeft thow 
What thowreadeft? AR8. I might anſwere 
with the Eunuch againe, How cay I wich- 
out 4 gutde ? that is, valeſle ſome Gentle- 
woman woaldcommentr onthetexr. But 
E/ay was then,and we are now ; now that 
fancy hath multiplicd the text of falhions 
with the time; fo as what was then butia 
ſhop,is now increaſed to a ſhip of vani- 
tics. But what faith the Scripture ? Fbe 
Kings daughter u all glorious withm,Plal gs. 


and as ſhips whichare the faireſt in ſhew,] 


yetare not alwaies the fitteſt for vic; ſo 
neither are women the more to beeſtee- 
med, but the more to bee ſuſpected for 
their faire trappings. Yet wee condemne 
notingreater —_— the vic of or- 
naments; yea wee teach thath[ucr,filkes, 
and gold were created not onely for the 
neceſhity,burt alſo for the ornament ofthe 
Saints,in the practiſe whereot Aebeccah a 
holy woman 45s noted to hauc receiued 
from anc a holy man cuen carings,abil- 

liments, 
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ments, and bracelcts of gold, Geneſ.24. 
Therefore thisit is wee teach for rules of 
Chriſtian ſobrieric, that if a woman cx- 
ceede ncither decencic in faſhion, nor the 
limics ofher ſtare & degree, and that ſhe 
bee proud of nothing, wee ſee no reaſor, 
but ſhe may weare any thing. 

[t followeth: She ys the 4 [hips But what 
ſhip? a ſhippe of Merchants; no doubra 
reat commendation, For the kingdome 
ot heauen islIike a Merchant, Mart. 13, and 
Merchants haue bin Princes, Efay 23.and 
Princes are Gods,Pſal.82. The Merchant 
is of all men the moſt laborious for his 
life, the moſt aduentrous in his labour, 
the moſt peaceable vpon the ſea,the moſt 
profitable tothe land,yea the Merchanr 
is the combination and vnion of lands 
and countries. She 15 ike a ſhip of Merchants; 
thorefore firſt to bee reckoned(as ye fee) 
- among the Laitic; not like a fiſhermans 
boarte, not like S. Peters (hip, for Chriſt 
didcall no ſhe Apoſtles. Indeedit is com- 
| mendablein a woman when ſhe isable by 
| her wiſedome to inſtruc her children, 
| andto giuc at opporturtities good.coun-; 
| D ſell 
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ſell to her husband : but when women 
ſhall rake vpon them (as many doe) to 
build Churches, and to chalke out difci- 
plinc for the Church, this is neither com- 
me4able nor tolerableyfor her hands((aich 
Sal»mon)) muFt handle the ſpindl:, verl.19, 
the ſpindle or the cradle, but neither the 
Alrarnor the Temple: forS.

nothing buttopleaſe the cye, no longer 
to be liked than they be looked on,yea lo 
vnprofitable and diflolute in the houſe, as 
no man would thinke them to bee wiues, 
bur that atmealeshe findes them ſitting 
at the ypper end of the table: whereas of 
the good wife itis ſaid heere, that /he v:ll 
doe her huſband gooa,and not cull, ver(.12, 
Again,the Merchantis a paintull ſhip, 
and ihe muſt bee a painfull wife ; not like 
a running Pinnace to skoure from coalt 
to coaſt, from houſe to houle,as many A- 
thenian women do, who giue themſclues 
tonothing,but idly & wantonlyto heare 
and tel newes; for hethat hath ſuch a wife 
may thinke himſclfe married to an [ntel- 
ligencer ; whereas S. Paul aduiſcth ſuch 
buſic bodies to gouerne their owne hou- 
ſeg. Tim. 5. as it intermedling with other 
mens did make them idleintheir owne. 
Againe, being like a Merchants ſhip,

as if a woman could robbe her husband > 
Indeede it hath oft been held a queſtion 
diſpurable, chough [ in truth haue little 
minde to diſpute it ; yetl heare what is 
ſaid ro that purpoſe from themouth of 
Eue, V Veeate of the fruite of the trees of the 
garden,Geneſ.z./Ve;therefore ſhe puts in 
her ſelfe ; and ſheeates of rhe trees indehi- 
nitely, therfore of all the trees inthe gar- 
den, and therefore all was hers as well as 
Adams,and the womans in right as well as 
the mans.

24, 
that is,as Theodoret expoundeth ir, If ſhee 
were gentle; not like that womanloh.. 
Chriſt asked her water and the calledhim 
lew: How wit that thou a Jew askeft watcr 
of mea Samaritane ? For though there bee 
many ſinnes incident to women (asthere 
bee (to ſpeake vnpartiallic) as many to 
men) yer no vice in a woman fo ynwo- 
manly asthis; yet if Adam had been fu- 
riousthe matter had been leſle,for he was 
made of earth, the mother of iron and 
ſtecle, the murth-ring mettals ; bur the 
woman ſhee that was made of ſo tender 
mettall ro become ſo terrible, the weaker 
veſſell ſo ſtrong in paſſion, yea to looke 
lo faire and ſpeake ſo foule, what a con- 
rrarietic is this? There wasgreat reaſon 
ſure to copare a good womanto a ſnaile, 
not onely for her ſilence and continuall 


keeping 
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keepiog of her houſe, buralſo for a cer- 
taine comendable timorouſnes of her na-

Like alilic firſt, not like a nettle : againe, 
like alilic among thornes, as thewing pa- 
tience in the foreſt pouocation, $4ra 
indeede was peaceable, and fo were m- 
ny.more, yet their praiſe was lefle, in as 
much as they had mecke husbands,for ſhe 
is a monſter that liucth not meckly wich 
a meck husband, bur ſhe thatis yoakr with 
a Nabal, a churle,a foole, as Abigail was, 
and beares that patiently, ſhee may ſay 
with Deborah, in the fifrh of the Iudges, 0 
my ſoule thou haft marc*ed valantly: And 
there ſhall more true honor grow to you 
by ſuch patience, than if ſouldierlike yee 
did preuaile by furie & violence; and the

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worſe your husbands bee, the more ſhall 
your yertue ſhine, which in affliction ſhi- 
neth moſt, like ſtarres twinckling in the 
night ; & if it begricuousto fnde matter 
of patiencethere where ye lookt for com- 
' fortand prote@ion,ycrtit ſhall hauc inths 
endareward,and inthe Interim afingular 
admiration,and,as Mary faith of her ſelf, 
All generations ſhall call ſuch bleſſed. 

It followeth in the text: She bringeth

| dome and diligence great rhings come 
{ in by her; he brings in with her hands,
